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BOARD PLAN NEW: - 
| SCHOOL BUILDING 


Increased Accommodation Necessary 
—New Building to be Attached to 
Present High School Bullding 


There was a full attendance of 
members at the meeting of the School 
Board on Monday night, as well as the 
Secretary and Public School Principa)- 
Welsh. ‘ 

There 'was very little business be- 
fore the meeting except the discus- 
sion of new school accommodation. 
The ocrrespondence consisted of sev- 
eral applications for. teaching posi- 
tions, which were filed, as there is no 
vecancy in the school, and a letter 
circular from the Government with 
regard to government nurses. This 
letter was also filed.

last meeting, Secretary Pamely had 
prepared and submitted to the meet- 
ing rough estimates of the cost of 
erecting new (buildings that would 
permit the Board dropping the pres- 
ent Parish Hall arrangement and at 
the same time increase the present 


accommodation for pupils. He had 
taken four alternative plans that had 
been discussed by the Board at the 
last meeting, and submitted rough 
figures as to the cost of each plan. 
The four plans were as follows: 

To erect an extension at the north 
east corner of the Central School, 
comprising basement and two class 
rooms, with the necessary extension 
of central corridors. Walls of solid 
brick work. The whole of'the work 
to be finished externally and intern- 
ally in keeping with the character of 
the present ‘builling. 

To erect a brick veneer extension 
on the_east side of the Old High 
ochoui ‘bwilding, comprising two 
rooms on the same floor. This scheme 
also provides for the installation of 
sanitary conveniences, and a steam 
heating plant of capacity for heating 
the old building and the new. portion. 
Dimensions of proposed extension, 31 
feet x 63 feet; clear height of ceilings, 
13 feet. 

To erect, {In accordance with Plan 
3-2-A of the Department of Education, 
a two room building, one ‘storey; 
e@eneral dimensions, 31 feet x 61 feet 
6 inches, with a clear ceiling height 
of 12 feet; comprising full basement 
of concrete, the superstructure to be 
frame. Hot air heating plant, venti- 
Tation system and equipped with sani- 
tary conveniences. 

To erect a frame building of gen- 
eral dimensions, 24 feet ‘by 71 feet, 
ceiling height 12 ‘feet, with small en- 
trance vestibule 8 feet by 6 feet. The 
pbuilding to be tplaced upon a surface 
foundation of concrete, the floor level 
béing about 20 inches above grade. 
Building to be so constructed as_ to 
permit of being subsequently separ- 
ated into two portions by detaching 
at the transverse centre line. All di- 
mention material to be spruce, and 
sheathed with spruce shiplap. Cedar 
siding to walls and No. 1 cedar 
shingles to roof. The finish flooring 
to be No. 1 E. G. Fir, 7-8 inch by 3 
inches. Finished with lath and plas- 
ter internally, and V. joint dados. 
Heating and ventilation to be as pro- 
vided by the Department’s plans for 
single room schools. 

J. T. Berry expressed himself as 
being in favor of the frame school as 
described in No. 4. Trustees Steph- 
enson and Broughton were rather in 
favor of allowing the whole matter to 
stand over until the present agitation 
over High School fees was dropped 
or action taken. They felt that if all 
High School pupils or their parents 
had to pay the actual cost of educa- 
tion, the attendance might fall off ap- 
preciably and new accommodation 
not be required. W. EE. Payne, J. T. 
Berry and the chairman all express- 
ed themselves as not in agreement 
with this view. They felt that it was 
far more likely that the number of 
pupils would {ncrease than decrease. 
At the same time there was no deny- 
ing that the present High School 
building was badly in need of sani- 
tary equipment and a better heating 
plant. The Parish Hall and the High 
School building both used far more 
coal than should be the case. 

W. EB. Payne thought that if an ad- 
dition was made to the present High 
School building and a heating plant 
(steam) installed big enough to heat 
both addition and old building, the 
cost for coal would be no more than 
at present for efther building. Jani- 
tor ‘costs would also be lessened and 
the annual rent of the Parish Hall 
stopped. Even if the cost of the ad- 
dition and the necessary heating and 
sanitary appliances exceeded $10,000.- 
00, the annual outlay necessary ‘to pay 
for heating. lighting, sanitation, in- 
terest on debentures and the annual 
repayment of principal would be less 
than the present annual cost of the 
Parish Hall. 

After considerable more discussion 
it was decided to have S. ‘Pamely pre- 
pare plans for a single-brick veneer 
building along the east side of the 
present High School, with allowances 
for the installation of a steam-heating 
plant sufficient to take care of the 
heating of both parts, and sanitary 
appliances for old and new _ parts. 
This is partly along the lines of No. 2 
and partly No. 4. It was felt that as 
the veneer would only add about 
$1,000.00 to the cost and would cut 
down ‘the insurance rates, up-keep and 
depreciation, it would be more econ- 
omical in the end than frame. 

Principal Welsh asked the Board to 
buy a-couple of footballs for the boys, 
as he had trouble getting them out 
in the fresh air at recesses. He was 
authorized to get them.

Organization 


Beginning on Tuesday, April 1, the 
Farmers’ Co-operative Marketing As- 
sociation took over the handling of 
eggs in Red Deer city and immediate 
district, and will probably handle also 
most of the eggs produced in the ter- 
ritory covered by the Co-op’s activ— 


ities. The Red Deer merchants have 
arranged with the Co-op. to take over 
the eggs coming to their stores and 
Srade them. While there may be some 
inconvenience at first until the new 
machinery gets in order, yet in the 
long run the arrangements are expect- 
ed to work out better all round. 

When the egg grading regulations 
became compulsory on the storekeep- 
ers on March 1, the system of handling 
eggs from their customers had to be 
changed. It was at once recognized 
that a central grading station would 
be to the advantage of all, and the 
Co-op. undertook the work. So long 
as the home market or the provincial 
market could absorb the eggs produc- 
ed in the district, there was not so 
much call for grading, but with the 
rapid development of egg production 
in Alberta the past two years, the 
grading system became necessary, as 
eggs could not be sold very much in 
extra-provincial markets without 
grading and inspection. The advan- 
tages of grading and inspection are 
that the eggs can be sold in carload or 
half carload lots according to grade, 
the better quality getting the higher 
price, and that the producer of large, 
fresh, quality gets the advantage in 
price of his superior eggs, and the 
consumer who wishes to pay for the 
best eggs can be sure of getting what 
he pays for. 

Miss Marguerite Rutherford, who has 
been engaged in the poultry and egg 
marketing service of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture at Edmon- 
ton, is helping out Mr. Patterson inthe 
Co-op. egg marketing service at Red 
Deer. Miss Clemons, an_ expert 
egg candler, from Edmonton, has been 
lent by Mr. Hare for a couple of weeks 
to instruct Miss Edith Wright and 
Miss Ina Grierson, who are the local 
egg candlers. Mr. Harry Wallace is 
giving assistance in recelving the eggs 
and getting the machinery started. The 
east store in the T. A. Gaetz block and 
the basement below have been leased 
by the Co-op. fur the egg branch, and 
Mr. Hugh Clarke has been fitting up 
the requisite accommodation,

A meeting of the Condor Farmers’

owners tickets of the weights. Later 
in the day he should phone the differ- 
ent buyers and ask price f.o.b. Condor 
on number of hogs received, and sell 
to the highest bidder. Mr. Hastie 
stated that the farmers suffered more 
than any other class owing to the de- 
flation of money, and theyeby their 
buying power was curtailed accord- 
ingly, and while no one could blame 
them for trying to get the last cent out 
of their produce, they should not for- 
get that the Live Stock Shipping As- 
sociation had been handling their hogs 
in the past, and that Mr. Patterson's 
dolar would go just as far as anyone 
else's. 

On the motion of R. Prendergast and 
R. Hewitt, the secretary was instruct- 
ed to send notice of the above motion 
to Evergreen P.O., as well as the date 
of the next meeting. 

Some discussion arose over the pro- 
posed Egg Pool, but as nothing de- 
finite has yet been heard from those in 
charge of the pool in Red Deer, it was 
decided to leave the matter in abey- 
ance for the present, but no doubt the 
pool will meet with unanimous sup- 
port at this point. 

On the motion of J. Craig and R. 
Prendergast, the meeting adjourned 
until April 12, at 8 p.m.

THE FARMER AND HIS HORSES 


The farmer works with his horses; 
they are his partners, his faithful help- 
ers in all the work of farming, declar- 
es a writer, evidently drawing upon his 
own experience, in a leading article in 
Southern Agriculturist. With them, 
day after day and year after year, he 
oes out'totendthe fields or to bring 
home the fruit of his labors; and so 
working them season after season he 
and they grow close to each other, 
and come after awhile to work togeth- 
er with a confidence and an under. 
standing that few human partnerships 
ever know. The good farmer and the 
good horse come not only to under- 
stand and to appreciate, but even to 
love each other. I have seen the big 
mares in the pasture prick up their 
ears at the sound of thelr owner’s 
voice and come up ito the bars to 
nuzzle him and be petted, and then to 
wait contentedly around, grazing near 
him until he left the fleld. I have 
seen the faithful and dependable u'd 
buggy horse, with children all over his 
back and two or three about and under 
his feet, walking with unwonted slow 
ness and carefulness under and among 
them and responding with patient 
gentleness to all their pullings and 
poundings. I have seen the heavy- 
loaded team take the wagon up the 
long, steep hill while the farmer walk- 
ed behind, speaking never a word to 
them, but leaving them to stop and 
start it as they wished. I have seen 
that farmer, at the top of the hill, 
take time to lift the collars and rub 
the noses and stroke the necks of his 
sturdy helpers while they took deep 
breaths and waited for him to climb 
on the wagon that they might go 
again. I have seen the strong far- 
mer, too, with tears in his eyes, bend- 
ing over the horse he had rafsed from 
a colt when that horse, grown aged 
and feeble, was waiting the end that 
must come to all who live. 

Remembering these things I have 
eecn, and remembering the days when 
as a barefoot boy I rode and droveand 
clambered about the big, fat, steady- 
going farm mares with their clear 
eyes and glossy coats, full of confi- 
dence that they would do what I asked 
and yield to the slightest turning of 
my hand, I have known that there 
was a very real affection in all these 
relations and that the partnership be- 
tween the farmer and his horses is a 
partnership not only of tellow workers 
but also of friends. 

With all the inventive genius of 
man may bring of mechanical power 
to the farm, there will still remain a 
place for the farm horse. For an en- 
gine {8s but an engine, when all is said 
—a lifeless thing that hasneither sense 
nor sentiment nor that invaluable re 
serve power that comes from living 
muscle and willing brain; while the 
horse will forever remain a sentient 
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and lovable thing, a thing of abound- 
ing life, of compelling beauty, of intf- 
mate understanding, the helper, the 
confidant, the sympathetic companion 
of the man who tills the fields. 

The farm without horses would be 
but partly a farm; the farmer without 
love for his horses lacks something of 
‘being fully a farmer.

Has Adventerous

Captain Landy, 
who comes of a 
seafaring Rseage 
Is a native o 
Capt. Edwin Lanay Skerries, a tho 
County of Dublin. He began _ his 
career a8 a seaman in 1889, when, 
at the age of 16 he embarked 
as deck boy on the old Wigtown 
schooner R.K.P. He remained with 
this vessel for 12 months, after 
which he joined the Buckley Castle’ 
as an ordinary seaman. In this ship 
he made a round voyage of two 
years and three months from Bar-. 
row to Port Stanley, thence to’ 
Panama, and from there to New 
Caledonia where the ship loaded for 
the Clyde. _ He made a second voy- 
age on this vessel as able bodied 
seaman, after which he passed for 
second mate, in which capacity he 
made a trip to the Mediterranean. 
He passed for master in 1899. 

When the Canadian Pacifie took 
over the Ships of the Beaver Line 
in 1903, Captain Landy was ap- 

inted as a junior officer to the 

ontfort. Promotion came through 
the various grades and in three 
years he was appointed chief officer 
of the Mount Temple, In November, 
1914, he went out to the Cameroons 
to bring home to Liverpool on be- 
half of the Canadian Pacific the ex- 
German steamer Henriette Woer- 
mann. He took with him a crew 
which consisted chiefly of Liverpool 
Irishmen, On arrival out in the 
Cameroons it looked as if he was 
going to have some trouble with the 
scratch crew, but Captain Landy 
proved equal to the emergency, and 
with a view to Bincating their trou- 
bled spirits, had the funnel of the 
ex-German steamer painted green. 
In this way he won over the Irish- 
men, he claims, but in any case, he 
brought his ship home. 

In September, 1915, Captain Lan- 
dy was appointed as a permanent 
master in the company and was 
given command of the Monmouth. 
During the war he was running in 
the danger zone, and passed through 
some very thrilling experiences. 
While he was in command of the 
Jonian, that ship was torpedoed. 
Captain Landy was the last to leave 
when the vessel was on the point of 
submerging. In his hurry to take to 
the boat the Captain, unfortunately, 
missed his footing and fell inte the 
water between the ship and the life- 
boat. Immediately he appeared 
above the surface, a naval] gunner, 
who happened to be in the boat 
made a grab at his hair, but as the 
Captain happened to be bald, the 

nner could not obtain a purchase. 

e, however, persevered, and suc- 
ceeded in pulling the Captain on 
board with the help of others, little 
the worse for his ducking, and the 
gunner was most profuse in his 
apologies that he could not seize 
the Cantain’s hair. 

Another exciting experience Cap- 
tain Landy met, when he was in 
command of the Monmouth. This 
ship was mined off Cherbourg. A 
French patrol boat took off most of 
the crew, but as the ship remained 
afloat the commander returned with 
a few men and slowly made his way 
into port, thereby salving o very 

' valuable ship and cargo. When the 
harbor was reached, the vessel drew 
14 fect aft and 43 feet forward, and

ECONOMY CAMPAIGN 


Cost of Government Administration Is 
Hign Compared to U. 8S. 


Cities from coast to coast are now 
co-operating in the National Bconomy 
Campaign Jaunched in the west. 
Splendid co-operation from the press 
and speakers throughout the Domin. 
ion is paving the way for a joint meet- 
ing of eastern and western committees 
and the presentation of definite Te 
quests to the Federal Government. 

“The national debt of Canada has 
almost doubled since 1918, the debt in 
that year was $1,400,000,000; today it 
is $2,400,000,000. We are paying in 
taxes to the Dominion Government ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 per day, and 
the statisticians tell us that one dollar 
out of every five dollars earned in this 
country goes to some government for 
taxes. If we take the Federal Cabinet 
as an example of cost to this country 
and compare the cost of the similar 
administrators in the United States, 
we find that in Canada we have fifteen 


cabinet ministers getting $10,000 a 
year and a $4,000 sessional indemnity, 
making a total of $210,000, and in ad- 
ditton the Prime Minister gets $15,000 
and a sessional indemnity, making a 
total cost for these ministers of $229,- 
000. In the United States a cabinet 
minister gets $12,000 and, as he is not 
a member of Congress, he gets no in- 
demnity. That is to say, the United 
States has nine dabinet ministers with 
Portfolios, leaving out the President, 
and 'they get $108,000 a year to handle 
‘the business ofoverione hundred mil- 
lion people, against the cost to Canada 
of $229,000 to handle the affairs of ap- 
proximately nine million people.” 


WARNING RE 
SMALLPOX 


To the Editor of the Advocate: 

Dear Sir:—In view of the prevalence 
of smallpox in some towns and cities 
near us, it might be well for your 
readers to know something about the 
recent epidemic in Ontario, particular- 
ly in and around Windsor. The total 
number of cases in Windsor along up 
to March 3 was over 40; the n==%oer of 
deaths was 12. The total number of 
cases in Windsor and adjoining towns 
from the middle of February to March 
3 was 60, with 18 deaths. 

One of the chief lessons learned 
from this epidemic was the unques- 
tioned value of vaccination. The 
severe cases all occurred in unvaccin- 
ated individuals, while those who had 
been vaccinated, even over 12 years 
ago, had a very mild _ attack. The 
medical health officer of the Border 
Cities says: “This is the most severe 
epidemic of smallpox in Canada since 
the 1885 Montreal epidemic, and the 
deaths among unvaccinated persons 
suffering from the disease will run 50 
per cent.” He also says “The value of 
vaccination as a means of prevention 
has been proved as never before.” 

It is certainly a wise precaution to 
take to see that children are vaccinat-— 
ed; besides adults who have not been 
recently treated.

ESTIMATING A COW'S 
FUTURE BY HER 
PRODUCTION 


DURING HER FIRST LACTATION 
PERIOD 


(Experimental Farms Niote) 


It is the custom with some dairy- 
men to use the production of the first, 
or two-year-old lactation period, as a 
basis for culling 'the herd. As @ gener- 
al rule this is a good policy to follow. 
A good heifer sufficiently matured to 
make a good record at her first calving 
is a desirable animal to use as a breed- 
er in the herd. Occasionally, how- 
ever, a mistake is made in disposing 
of a heifer that does poorly during 
her first lactation. Whether the 
owner sells her to the ‘butcher or to 
some unsuspecting neighbour, the 
fact remains that frequently he makes 
a mistake and disposes of a young ani- 
mal which later develops into a fine 
mature cow. There are many instanc- 
es on record of where young animals 
were sold at very ordinary prices 
which later developed into magnificent 
cows. 

On the Agassiz Experimental Farm 
to date twenty-eight two-year-old heif- 
ers have made R.O.P. records. Five 
produced over 16,000 pounds of milk, 
seven produced between 14,000 and 
16,000 pounds, while sixteen gave less 
than 14,000 pounds. All the heifers 
which produced over 14,000 pounds of 
milk are valuable animals; the cows 
that made the highest heifer record 
also yielded-the largest mature  pro- 
duction. Of the sixteen heifers which 
produced less than 14,000 pounds of 
milk, only two have completed mature 
records and each did exceptionally 
well. The cow which stood in thir- 
teenth place amongst the two-year- 
olds came through as a mature cow 
with '24,567 pounds, although as a 
heifer she gave only 13,956 pounds. 
Had she been culled from the herd ! 
cause she produced less than 14,000 
pounds as a heifer, the herd would 
have been minus a good cow and ' 
purchaser would have annexed a valu- 
able animal. 

An interesting comparison is avail. 
able between the production of 
cows, which were of much the samo 
breeding, reared together and gen- 
erally handled in the same manner. 
The first as a two-year-old produced 
12,707 pounds of milk, which was 450 
pounds more than number two. As a 
four-year-old the first only increased 
her production slightly while two 
years later the second cow produced 
21,071 pounds of milk. The latter is 
agoodexample of a cow with only a 
fair heifer record, making over 21,000 
pounds as a mature cow. There are 
at least two other cows in the herd 
each of which gave less than 10,000 
pounds as heifers and have not ibeen 
testied since, but are capable of pro- 
ducing over 20,000 pounds. 

Where a breeder has a large herd 
and desires to retain only the choicest 
animals, the first lactation periods

are a sutdable basis for determining 
the value of the future cow, but 
where a breeder is endeavoring to in- 
crease the size of his herd economic- 
ally, he cannot afford to be too hasty 
in disposing of females until they are 
given another chance. Some cows ma- 
ture earlier than others, and although 
the earlier maturing ones are prob- 
ably the more desirable, many others 
prove to be valuable in any herd.

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THE PROBLEM OF EDUCATION 


Judging by the reports in the daily 
press, the debate in the Alberta Legis- 
lature on the educational estimates 
Yor 1924 was a disappointing one. It 
revealed merely a vague dissatisfac 
tion with the rising cost of public 


education, and some difference of 


The News 


any section of the Legislature. This 
may ‘be due to the fact that the mem- 
bers are all agreed upon the general 
principles of educational policy, are 


quite satisfied with them, and consid- 
er that only the details of administra- 
tion call for discussion. On the other 
hand, it may be due to the less satis- 
factory fact that the members have 
never considered what the general 
principles of education are, or realis- 
ed that there are any problems of edu- 
cation other than that of finding the 
money to run the schools. 

Nevertheless, the question of educa- 
tion is a crucial one. School taxes 
may ‘be the only reason why the peo- 
ple at large can be induced to take 
any interest in it, but inasmuch as 
they are being forced to take an inter- 
est of some kind, the opportunity is 
‘being created for the consideration of 
other aspects of the question which 
are at least as important as the finan- 
cial one. 

It would have been interesting if 
the Legislature had given some con- 
sideration to the fundamental ques- 
tion of the right of parents to public 
education for their children. Suppose 
@ man rents his house and owns no 
other property, but has four or five 
children of school age, while his 
next-door neighbour owns his house 
and other property as well but has no 
children at school. On just what 
principle does the one man get free 
education for those children, while 
the other pays a considerable sum in 
school taxes but gets nothing in re- 
turn for it? There was a very slight 
passing reference to this point during 
the debate in connection with an al- 
leged proposal to charge fees for high 
school education, but the right to such 
free education was neither questioned 
mor examined. It was merely asserted 
confidently. Yet should it really be 
taken for granted? Is there no room 
for questioning the entire justice of 
such a situation between 
men? 

Then there was no real discussion 
as to the nature or the quality of the 
education given in our schools. Is it 
entirely certain that all is well in‘that 
respect? Is {it not possible to ask 
‘whether too much emphasis is being 
laid on acquisition of knowledge along 
certain limited lines, and too little on 
the training of character? How far 
are our schools tending to turn out 
merely mediocre clerks or profession- 
al men, and adopting something like 
an attitude of contemptuous indiffer- 
ence towards the great productive 
callings? It is pleasing to hear thé 
(Minister for Education declare confi- 
dently that the curriculum of the Al- 
Herta schools is recognized as the 
ideal one, but just what does that 
mean, and what are the factors 
constitute it as ideal? 

There seems to be room for further 
consideration of this matter, and such 
consideration we shall try to give it 
hereafter.

FLYING IN CANADA 


Tt was a notable thing in the late 
war how large a proportion of the 
pilots in the British Air Service was 
composed of men from Canada. The 
Air Service seemed to appeal to our 
young men by its novelty, its qualities 
of independence and initiative, its 
comparative freedom from monoton- 
ous drudgery, its thrilling excitement 
in the hours of action. The danger of 
it was no deterrent. Of course, the 
danger to the flying man was really no 
greater, in fact, was probably much 
Jess, than the danger to the unhappy 
infantry officer sitting {nm his trench 
waiting to be killed iike a rat in oa 
grap, or plodding slowly over muddy ,

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.peace and war. 


sheel-torn ground through the roar 
and flame of artillery and machine-gun 
barrages. Yet there was something 
peculiarly terrible about the dangers 
of the airmen, liable to be hit by shell 
or machine-gun fire in mid-air and to 
fall crashing helplessly to earth thous- 
ands of feet ‘below. Our young men 
were very ready.to face those dangers. 

Canada, and Western Canada in 
particular, with its great open, level 
prairies would seem to be one of the 
finest natural flying countries in the 
world. Yet flying in Canada is a neg- 
lected science. Apart from a little 
work done in connection with the 
Forestry and Survey Departments, 
and possibly also with the anti- 
smuggling forces at the Coast, there 
is now practically no flying at all 
done in Canada. Even the exhibition 
flying and thetaking up of passengers 
at the Fairs seem to have lost their 
attraction. 

In other countries, both in the 
States and war-ruined Europe, flying 
has made and is making great strides 
since the war. All over Europe com- 
mercial flying services are in exis- 
tence. Great Britain, after losing 
ground heavily in the years imme- 
diately after the war, is waking up 
again, and in quality if not in quan- 
tity, her flying machines and their pil- 
ots are in the front rank. 

The new light aeroplanes, of which 
the British ““‘Wren” is an example, are 
not only very ‘safe to fly, but exceed- 
ingly cheap in upkeep and operation, 
cheaper, it is said, than the motor cars 
which swarm in Canada and the Stat- 
es. It seems strange that we are so 
slow in taking up the new science and 
using it for our profit and pleasure. 

Possibly lack of money is one of the 
main reasons for the neglect and lack 
of imagination another. The number 
cf very rich men in Canada is small, 
though the average level of living Is 
high. Then Canada is not yet a great 
industrial country, and it is in the in- 
dustrial countries that the pace of 
‘business is forced up to a swift rush 
in which hours saved by getting about 
quickly are reckoned of high value. 
Here the farmer’s waggon moving 
slowly into market and the long, slow: 
travelling grain freight train tend to 
set the pace of ‘business. It is not a 
bad thing in one way, for the hectic 
rush of the great industrial cities is 
not really a healthy thing. 

It is also possible that the already 
existing transport agencies, the rail- 
ways mainly, have no desire to see a 
rival method of transportation become 
popular, and have used their influence 
in official quarters to hinder govern- 
mental encouragement of commercial 
flying either for mail-carrying or other 
purposes. 

It is a pity that this neglect of fly- 
ing should continue. Flying by human 
beings is one of the great discoveries 
of all time, and must have an enor: 
mous influence hereafter both in 
Sooner or later we 
shall have to turn our attention to 
flying. As a people we cannot afford 
to fall behind in the knowledge and 
use of the developments of science. 


VIMY RIDGE DAY 


This is the anniversary of the battle 
of Vimy Ridge, and the thoughts of 
many will go ‘back to that cold and 
stormy morning, seven years ago, 
when the Canadian Corps gained one 
of its most notable triumphs in the 
war. The passing years may dim the 
vividness of the recollection. They 
should fiever allow us as a people to 
forget what was doen on that day and 
other days of the war and what we 
owe to it. 

We have ventured on several occas- 
jons to remind our readers that diffi- 
culties which we have to face and the 
troubles we have to endure are light 
compared with what most of the na- 
tions of the world are facing and en- 
during, infinitely lighter than they 
would have been but for the men who 
fought and suffered at Vimy and else- 
where in the war. 

Europe remains still troubled, rest- 
less, impovarished. The spectres of 
war famine and pestilence are still 
hovering close to the frontiers of 
the nations of Europe. The peace and 
security we take for granted, they 
cling to desperately and fearfully. It 
is not questions of lower freight rates 
or wheat pools that exercise their 
minds. It is questions of threatened 
life and freedom that are constantly 
before them. 

What {s true of Burope is even 
more true of Asia, of parts of Africa, 
of a great country like Mexico with 
double the population of Canada. We 
shall do well to remember that at pres- 
ent Canada is one of the most favour- 
ed lands in the whole world in respect 
of its peace and safety. 

With a great price obtained we this 
freedom. These battle anniversaries 
are fitting days on which we may think 
with a spirit of thankfulness that we 
have been so guarded through the 
dangers that threatened us, and may 
resolve, that so far as in us Iles, we 
shall be worthy of the heritage so won 
for us, 


NEWSPAPER EDITORIALS 


Most newspapers contain as a regu- 
lar feature editorial articles. The 
nature of such articles varies with 
different countries and with each in- 
dividual newspaper. Just as in some 
churches the sermon is a very small 
almost insignificant part of the  ser- 
vice, while in others ft occupies most 
of the time and is the chief feature of 
the service, so in some newspapers 
the editorials occupy the greater part 
of the main page, while in others they 
constitute trifling paragraphs in un- 
important places. 

Nowadays the. editorial, like the 
sermon, is shorn of much of its former 
glory. Congregations no longer sit in 
fear and trembling, while their aus- 


tere spiritual overlord thunders forth 
over their heads the awful terrors 


of eternal punishment. Instead they 
doze peacefully under a tedious ex- 


position of the minor prohpets, or are 
mildly interested in the clergyman’s 
views on bridge parties. So the news- 


paper readers of today are apt to 
give the most cursory glance at the 
editorial page, and hastily turn it 
over in order to study with hearty ap- 
preciation the doings of Maggie and 
Jiggs. 

Unless we are much mistaken, we 
could in these editorial columns of 
ours make the most startling and un- 
true statements, and they would pass 
absolutely unnoticed by the majority 
of our readers unless we called atten- 
tion to them by some such startling 
headline as “Scandalous Crime by 
Well Known Citizen of Red Deer,” 
printed in big type. Suppose we try. 
We beg to announce that Messrs. 
Ralph Griffin, Charles Payne and Cecil 
Carswell of this staff have all ‘been 


made archbishops in the Moham- 
medan Church and intend to have four 


wives apiece in the immediate future. 
All young and beautiful ladies inter- 
ested please apply by telephone to 
this office. Do you think those three 
rascals will get a single call? Not 
one, even from girls who have never 
seen them, and don't know anything 
about them. 

It is possible to put this neglect of 
editorial reading down to the ‘wide- 
spread mental lazines of the public, 
who like to pick up spicy or sensation- 
al news items in big headlines on 
the front page. On the other hand, it 
may just possibly de due to the deadly 
dullness of the editorials themselves. 
The somniferous boredom of the aver- 
age congregation during the sermon 
may be due to the overloading of their 
wicked souls with original sin and 
worldliness in general, but it may 
also be due to the clergy of today 
having ceased to deliver a vital mes- 
sage. Nobody is really in the very 
least interested at the present time in 
editorial discussions as to whether the 
Alberta government thas or has not 
been guilty of a grave political crime 
in wiping out the Clearwater constitu- 
ency, but if a newspaper could provide 
in its editorial columns simple and 
effective instructions for getting rid 
of business depression, high taxation, 
and extravagant public expenditure, 
or for avoiding all matrimonial snarls, 
those columns might in time compete 
in interest even with “Bringing up 
Father,” and editors might come tobe 
almost as important (people in ‘the 
community as mediaeval saints or 
modern liquor commissioners. In the 
words of the Cockney song: “Oh my, 
wouldn't that be luverly?”

The U.F.A. is responsible for the 
statement that the aims and problems 
of the farmers and labor are and al- 
ways have been equal. The editor of 
that paper has either not given the 
matter any thought or he is speaking 
for political motives, and every few 
lines he speaks of the degraded poli- 
ticfans. As a matter of fact and figur- 
‘ds, the laborer of today receives on an 
average 78% higher wage than he did 
in 1918, while the cost of living is only 
54% higher than in that year. That 
fs to say, the laborer is in over 15% 
better position: than before the war. 
‘But what about the farmers, market 
gardeners, fruit growers and stock 
raisers? Is their lot better than be- 
fore the war? 


The farmers cry that they must 
have reduced freight rates, cheaper 
goods and lower taxes. But it is not 
possible to reduce these charges and 
prices because labor is crying -con- 
tinually for higher wages. Farm ma- 
chinery companies charge much more 
than they did for machinery, but 
when they pay their wage bills they 
are losing money. Freight rates are 
terrible, but the railways lose money 
because their wage bills are so high. 


The Labor Government in England 
is riding for a fall. The new bill deal- 
ing with evictions for non-payment of 
rent will be opposed by all Conserva- 
tives and possibly by the Liberals and 
moderate Laborites. It dues not seem 
reasonable that landlords should give 
lodging for nothing to any man who 
happens to be out of employment 
while grocers and taverns charge for 
what they supply him. 


Even at that the English Labor 
Government’s bill is more sensible 
than that part of the Alberta Govern: 
ment’s Liquor Control Act that pro- 
hibits liquor advertisements in news- 
‘papers or on billboards. Why allow a 
job-printing office to print and dis- 
tribute any amount of posters adver- 
tising liquor, while’the newspaper is 
prevented from printing the adver- 
tisement? Any reputable newspaper 
stands behind what it prints. No job 
printing establishment gives a 
thought to what it is printing. Is the 
reason that the farmer members are 
taking this small, spiteful way of get- 
ting even for the wicked treatment 
they allege they have received from 
Alberta newspapers?

The dead body of one of the bandits 
was found later in a deserted car in 
the north end of the city. 

Wight men particpiated in the 
hold-up. The bandit’s body was taken 
to the morgue for identification. 

The hold-up happened between 2 
and 2.30 pm. The bank car was pro- 
ceeding along Ontario street, one of 
the busiest streets in the city, and had 
slowed down for a subway at Moreau 
street when eight masked men opened 
fire on it with rifles.

Dead Bandit Found 


Later the police received the report 
that a car had crashed into a tele- 
phone post on Christopher Columbus 
street, and in which was found the 
dead body of a man, several rifles, 
and a number of spent cartridges. 

The car answered the description 
of the bandits’ automobile. The dead 
bandit had been shot through the 
head. The Bank of Hochelaga imme- 
diately offered a reward of $5,000 for 
information leading to the capture of 
the bandits.

forms what appears to be a side 
view of the head of a turbanned 
oriental knight. In photographs 
taken from Chak Peak this forma- 
tion is plainly discernible. 


The road to Mount Cavell is 
along the valley of the AthaBasca 
River, across the turbulent Miette 
River, Whistlers and Portal creeks, 
continuing across the historical 
Astoria River, which it follows in 
a southwest direction at the same 
time climbing the lower slopes of 
the mountain and finally reaching 
the shores of Lake Cavell. Many 
stops should be made en route to 
view such interesting features as 
the natural hoodoos with their flat 
stone hats just along the slope be- 
low the road. 


Half an hour by motor from Jas- 
per Park Lodge, with mirror-like 
lakes reflecting the ragged outline 
of forest and mountain for mile 
posts, brings one to Maligne Can- 
yon. The scenery along this grad- 
ually ascending and winding road- 
way is unsurpassable. Skirting 
innumerable little lakes, each of a 
different hue from the light yellow 
of Ochre Lake to the  opal-like 
coloring of Lake Edith with its 
sandy beach for bathing, the road 
winds round above the Athabasca 
Valley and thence to Maligne River 
close to the Canyon. 

Following the rocky path of the 
Maligne River for a short distance 
one comes to the mouth .of the 
canyon through which great rushes

For those who have just a short 
time to spend in the Park there are 
miles and miles of motor roads 
through winding valleys and up 
mountain grades, along the shores 
of swift rivers and past quiet lakes, 
to mountain, glacier and canyon. 

Towering above all other peaks 
in the vicinity is stately Mount 
Edith Cavell, its crown of snow 
reaching a height of 11,033 feet. 
From Jasper or the Lodge Mount 
Edith Cavell is in full view, but it 
is only by travelling the eighteen 
miles to Lake Cavell, nestling at 
the foot of the mountain, that one 
can really see all the wonders of 
this now famous mountain named 
for that heroic British nurse, Edith 
Cavell, heroine of the Great War. 


The peculiar formation of a glac- 
ier on the side of Mount Edith Ca- 
vell adds to the interest of the 
place. In a cirque between the 
mountain and the shoulder extend- 
ing to the north is a hanging glac- 
jer covering about a third of a 
square mile. An ice fall about 
three hundred feet wide connects 
this with another glacier five hun- 
dred feet below, the irregular 
shape of which extends along the 
foot of the cliffs for more than a 
mile. This mass of ice presents

WINNER AGAIN 


Fascisti Returned ‘to Power In Italy 
by Large Margin 


Rome, April 6—Benito Mussolini 
has again triumphed in Italy. 

The Fascists’ battle cry—taken 
from the battle cry of the old Roman 
Legions—rang through Rome Sunday 
night a3 it was officially announced 
that the Nationalists had polled suffi- 
cient votes in the election to secure 
the election of their entire ticket and 
the continuance of Premier Mussol- 
ini’s regime. 

Long before the polls closed at 
nine o’clock, the Fascisti chieftains, 
on the basis of telephone reports 
from the leading voting centres, de- 
cClared that ‘they had polled the 
twenty-five percent. of the national 
vote which will be necessary to in- 
sure the election of the Nationalist 
ticket of 356 deputies. 

Throughout the day the entire 
Fascist! organization has been mobil- 
ized in uniform in all Italian cities, 
working to bring electors to the polls. 
The opposition has been indifferent 
to the voting, not even ‘bothering to 
effect an election day organization. 
Throughout Italy the day apparently 
passed off quietly, as no news of 
conflicts or serious incidents was re- 
ceived at the office of the Minister of 
the Interior here. In Rome itself, the 
same quiet reigned, but the Fascisti, 
working ‘with madhine-like precision, 


supervised the polling of every pos: 
sible Nationalist vote. 
Under the new election Jaw a 


Fascisti victory had been virtually as- 
sured, but the black shirt organization 
desired to poll the largest vote pos- 
sible in order to make an impressive 
showing of strength and to put the 
future Fascisti government on a 
strictly parliamentary basis. 

In point of fact a Fascisti victory 
means that the opposition 'will have 
only 179 seats in parliament, thus 
assuring. that Premier Mussolini will 
remain in office unless thrown out 
by his own party. There is every 
indication that the premier will re- 
main at the helm for many yéars to 
come. ' eee 


of water have been passing for 
many hundreds of years wearing 
away the rocks to a depth of two 
hundred feet in places. The can- 
yon is a mile and a half long and is 
so narrow and irregular that in 
many places it is impossible to see 
the river flowing along far below. 
The water enters this huge crevice 
with a fall of seventy-five feet and 
goes tumbling through with a 
sullen roar. 


Along the sides of the canyon 
are huge pot-holes, testifying to the 
velocity of the water and its eros- 
ive quality during the centuries. 
Near the top are great dents in the 
rock worn smooth and now covered 
with moss, and on shelves of rock 
fifty feet or so below the surface 
are evergreens fighting for life 
with barely a foothold in the rock, 


Plainly discernible from the rus- 
tic bridges built across the can- 
yon so that the falls and river be- 
low may be viewed with safety, are 
Stretches of rock wall beautifully 
vari-colored, and where the river 
cannot be seen in the dark cavern 
below it sends its rumbling mes- 
sage to the top. 


The mystery of Medicine Lake 
and the subterranean stream that 
joins the river below Maligne Can- 
yon is intensely interesting and 
the rock formation around the 
lake is well worth the journey of 
ten miles from the Canyon to see. 


Canada’s most northerly national 
park is fast becoming one of the 
most popular playgrounds of the 
Dominion and every tourist who 
visits there becomes an ardent ad- 
vertiser.
